Their record shows that (they do le s moving about from one locality to 
another than people in most parts of the country.

The findings are based on 
dula compiled by the Census 
Bureau The purpose was to 
determine the extent of internal 
migration in ino United States 
and t>jli«cover why people dig 
up tht-ir roots in one place to 
take up residence somewhere 
else. 

The national picture appears 
to bo one ot high mobility. In 
a period of just one year, from 
1963 to 1964. no less than 38 
million people nearly one out 
ol every five in the population 
moved to new addresses. 

Perry County residents are 
less transient than that Some 
16.383 of them wore found to 
be in the same houses that 
liiey had been living in five 
years before, according to a 
detailed study based on data 



gathered in the lust census 

The number of local people 
who did move during the five- 
year period totaled 13,829. Of 
these, 11,207 merely changed to 
other locations within the coun- 
ty. Another 2.622 came in 
from other areas to take up 
local residence 

No figures are available to 
indicate how many may have 
left the county to live else- 
where. 

It boils down to the fact that 
only 45 out of every 100 people 
in Perry County were living in 
different houses after a period 
of five years. 

This mobility rate 45 percent, 
was lower than the rate report- 
ed lor the United Slates as a 
whole. 47 percent 

The rate in the East South 



Central States was 18 percent 
and. in Kentucky, 48 percent. 

The Census Bureau lists a 
number of circumstances to ac- 
count for the restlessness shown 
by so many Americans. Some- 
times it is changing moods that 
account for the shifts. City resi- 
dent gel the urg" to live in the 
suburbs and those in the sub- 
urbs decide to try urban living. 

Economic considerations are 
a frequent cause. Better work- 
ing conditions in another area, 
or a drying up of a source of 
livelihood in his present loca- 
tion, may lead a person to 
move. 

Change in social status is an- 
other. Marriage, as well as the 
breakup of marriage by divorce 
or death, account for much of 
the moving
